Metric martyr's 
joy at EU U-turn

A MILTANT campaigner for the 
right to use traditional imperial 
weights and measures was cele¬ 
brating victory this week as the 
European Union gave up its 
fight to force Britain to go 
entirely metric. 

Tony Bennett, pictured right , of 
Chippingfield, Old Harlow, was 
among a group of persistent 
champions of the imperial sys¬ 
tem who hailed the sudden U- 
turn as a great day for the 
country - allowing it to keep 
pounds, ounces, pints, miles 
and yards. 

Despite trying to force the 
ancient system out of 
British life since 1980, 

Brussels bureaucrats had 
a sudden change of 
heart and the EU’s 
industry commis¬ 
sioner confirmed 
on Tuesday that 
imperial measure¬ 
ments can be used 

alongside the metric equivalents indefinitely, the course of his campaigning and founded 

Welcoming the annoucement, Mr Bennett the Active Resistance To Metrication group, 
(60), who has been arrested seven times in which painted over 3,000 metric road signs 


with imperial measures, said he intended to 
mark the decision by having a beer a two in 
his preferred measurement of a pint. 

“Since 1980 the Government has had to 
beg the EU every few years so we can keep 
miles on our road signs or our pints of beer 
for a little bit longer, he said. “Now, after 27 
years, the public’s voice has finally been 
heard. 

“Essentially the EU is heartedly sick of 
trying to convince us and has given up. 
When I heard Gunter Verheugen on the 
radio saying the EU was now happy to let 
the ‘great British pint’ survive I was over¬ 
joyed.” 

Before this week’s announcement the 
British Government was under obligation 
to set a timetable to ban all official uses 
of imperial measures within three years - 
even though the system, 
used almost univer¬ 
sally up until the 
1970s, is still the 
first choice for many 
people. 

Mr Bennett now 
insists all imperial 
weights and measures 
should still be taught 
in schools alongside 
metric equivalents: 
“It’s no good only 
teaching them about 
metres and kilo¬ 
grammes if they then 
go home and their par¬ 
ents are talking about 
yards and pounds.”

Repeat offender is jailed 


A PROLIFIC offender who 
was let off by a judge to 
demonstrate that he could 
behave himself has been 
jailed. 

Nicholas Armstrong 
(43), of Wedhey, Harlow, 
was allowed to walk free 
from court on July 10 after 
a judge decided to defer 
sentencing him on a convic¬ 
tion of carrying a knife 
while riding a bike in 
Haydens Road, Harlow, in 
June 2006. 


However, he was caught 
stealing toiletries from the 
town’s Asda store just 10 
days later. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard on Thursday that 
Armstrong had stolen £3.76 
of goods from the store and 
had 58 previous court 
appearances for 174 
offences. 

Philip Stott, in mitiga¬ 
tion, said Armstrong stole 
deodorants for a friend he 
felt sorry for. 


But jailing him for two 
months, Judge Peter Fenn 
said: “I deferred sentence 
on you and told you that if 
you kept out of trouble I 
would not impose an imme¬ 
diate custodial sentence. 
Within 10 days of me giv¬ 
ing you a chance, you re¬ 
offended again. 

“You have quite deliber¬ 
ately breached the terms of 
the order and I have no 
option but to send you back 
to prison.”

Homelessness 
crisis looming

HARLOW could be on the 
brink of a massive homeless¬ 
ness crisis. 

As the Star revealed last week 
The Angle tower block - former¬ 
ly the YWCA - in Fourth Avenue 
is to be demolished, along with 
adjoining music venue The 
Square, under plans by lease own¬ 
ers Blackwater/South Anglia. 

The housing association plans to 
clear the site to make way for new 
‘affordable’ homes which will be 
available to families on the housing 
waiting list. 

Tenants have been warned they 
may need to move out of the building 
by August next year. But the residents, 
many of whom were given a flat in the 
block after years living rough, say that 
if they are thrown out they will be 
back on the streets. 

Gavin Rennie (54), who has lived 
in The Angle since January, said resi¬ 
dents only found out about the plans 
by reading the Star report. 

“You would have thought they 
would have told us first,” he com¬ 
plained. “If this goes there is nowhere 
else for us. 

“We knew they were talking about 
knocking down The Angle and replac¬ 
ing it with new hostel accommoda¬ 
tion, but now we learn that only hous¬ 
es are planned. I can guarantee you 
none of us in there will get a house; 
we’ll be back on the streets.” 


Patsy Dye, who runs Harlow 
Homeless Centre, added: “The Angle 
may not be the nicest of buildings but 
they can’t just tear it down without 
considering the consequences.” 

The looming homelessness prob¬ 
lem was confirmed by Harlow 
Council. Joint leader Tony Durcan 
said hostel accommodation in the 
town was already in short supply even 
without the loss of such a major 
scheme. 

A spokeswoman for Blackwater/ 
South Anglia said although a year’s 
notice had been served, it could take a 
further two years before The Angle is 
demolished, subject to planning per¬ 


mission being granted. 

“For the past four to five years The 
Angle has been significantly under¬ 
occupied and has been receiving 
fewer referrals,” she added 

“All residents were informed in 
October 2006 that we intended to 
close in December 2008. All new res¬ 
idents have been informed on arrival 
of the plans for closure and have been 
put on short-term excluded licences. 

“As an independent living centre 
which provides temporary accommo¬ 
dation, The Angle does not have a 
duty to re-house residents on exclud¬ 
ed licences, which they are fully 
aware of.” 


Political rivals united 
over threat to Square 


A POLITICAL consensus to save The 
Square is gathering momentum with both 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell and his 
Conservative rival Robert Halfon pledg¬ 
ing to fight the music venue’s closure. 

Since reading about plans to demolish 
The Square in last week’s Star , Mr 
Rammell has held a series of emergency 
meetings with the housing association, 
Essex County Council and representa¬ 
tives of Square One, the group hoping to 
take over the running of the venue in its 
final months. 

Now he is calling on County Hall to 
delay implementing new age restrictions 
on entry to the venue and hand over the 
running of the building and its equipment 
to Square One. 

Mr Rammell and Square One repre¬ 
sentatives are due to hold talks with 
Tracey Chapman, county council cabinet 
member for schools, children and fami¬ 
lies, next Friday. 

This week Mr Rammell said he had 
initially criticised South Anglia bosses 
“in forceful terms” for their failure to 
consult the community over their plans. 
But he now accepted they recognised the 
importance of The Square and only 
decided to press ahead after County Hall 
indicated it had no long-term interest in 
its future. 

“Quite frankly I and the Save The 
Square campaigners feel we have been 
misled over the past six months by the 
Tories at County Hall,” Mr Rammell told 
the Star. “Under widespread community 
pressure they agreed to a six-month 
review period but now we learn, before 
that six months is up, that they have been 
privately giving a nod and a wink to 
South Anglia that they have no interest in 
the future of The Square." 

But Mr Halfon, who has also request-

ed meetings with Mrs Chapman and 
South Anglia, laid the blame on 
Government policy rather than County 
Hall. 

“It is no surprise that unsustainable 
and centrally-imposed housing targets 
from the Government mean that vital 
places like The Square and The Angle are 
under threat,” he said. 

“Both The Square and The Angle pro¬ 
vide invaluable services to the local com¬ 
munity. We cannot just stand by and let 
these plans go through.” 

Mrs Chapman said she was surprised 
and saddened by Mr RammeH’s com¬ 
ments. 

“We have stood by our word to allow 
adult attendance at the building for six 
months, as agreed, and have given Square 
One that time to develop their plans for 
continued adult use,” she said. “"I look 
forward to discussing Bill's initial and 
draft plans with him when we meet next 
week. 

But she added: “I am happy to admit 
that my entire focus here is on the provi¬ 
sion of quality facilities and experiences 
for the young people of Harlow, not the 
provision of an adult music venue.”

Board member 
brands plans a 
'disgrace' and 
quits in protest 

A MEMBER of the board 
of South Anglia has 
resigned in protest at the 
housing association’s 
plans. 

Lee Dangerfield, a Harlow 
councillor who represents 
Berecroft tenants on one 
of the association’s local 
boards, stood down at a 
meeting on Tuesday after 
objecting to the 
“disgraceful” decision over 
The Square and The Angle 
Mr Dangerfield said it 
would not be in the 
interest of Berecroft 
residents - many of whom 
use The Square - for him 
to offer implied support by 
remaining a member of 
the committee. 

And he said it was 
unbelievable that a cut in 
hostel provision could be 
considered in light of the 
town’s need. 

“Some people have 
pointed the finger at Essex 
County Council but we 
should remember they are 
only the tenants,” he said. 
“The real villains here are 
South Anglia and I feel so 
strongly about it that I felt 
my only option was to 
resign. 

“We didn’t even get 
notified of these plans let 
alone consulted and I 
think it’s an insult to the 
people of Harlow.” 
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Police station tour 
gives Rachel ideas 

A TEENAGE fan of a TV police drama got 
a taste of the real-life Bill when she was 
invited for a tour of Harlow Police Station. 
The trip convinced disabled teen Rachel 
Courtney, of Harlow, that a career with the 
police is the job for her. 

Accompanied by PCs Karl England and 
Richard Orme, the 15-year-old - who 
suffers cerebral palsy and attends a special 
school in Hertfordshire - examined 
officers’ kit, toured the custody suite and 
learnt about the processing of prisoners. 
“I’m now convinced that I want a career in 
the police service as a communications 
officer, so will really try hard in my 
GCSEs and A-levels,” she said. “The visit 
was an amazing experience -1 learnt so 
much.” 


Labour veteran and charity chief dies 


THE death has been 
announced of former 
Harlow councillor Bernard 
Jones, the third Labour 
party veteran to pass away 
in just a few weeks. 

Mr Jones , pictured right, 
whose funeral was held 
yesterday (Wednesday), 
died at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital on August 29 
after a lengthy battle with 
emphysema. He was 74. 

His death closely fol¬ 
lows those of serving 
councillors Roy Collyer, 
whose funeral was held on 
Friday, and Jack Jesse. 

A district councillor for 


Netteswell East ward from 
1995-2003, Mr Jones 
served as chairman of the 
human resources commit¬ 
tee and vice-chairman of 
the Mark Hall and 
Netteswell area committee. 

In addition, he also 
served as chairman of the 
charity Age Concern 
Harlow for the past 10 
years. 

Harlow Council chair¬ 
woman Lorna Spenceley 
said: “I wish to pay tribute 
to Bernard for his time 
spent serving the local 
community as a councillor. 
He was also well known

for his work with older 
people. The council’s 
thoughts are with 
Bernard’s family and 
friends at this difficult 
time.” 

Lisa Mahoney, chief 
officer at Age Concern 
Harlow, said: “Bernie, as 
we fondly knew him, was a 
professional. 

“He supported Age 
Concern and myself with 
his vast knowledge, dedi¬ 
cation and his concern that 
older people should be lis¬ 
tened to and treated fairly. 

“He was a good man and 
will be missed by many.” 


Recycling rates 
rise in Harlow 

RECYCLING is on the increase 
in Harlow, new figures reveal. 
Council chiefs have reported a 
25 per cent increase in the 
amount of rubbish diverted from 
landfill sites during one month 
compared to the same time last 
year. 

Bin men collected a total of 448 
tonnes of recyclable rubbish 
from kerbsides in July. Last year, 
only 357 tonnes were collected. 
Environment and community 
committee chairwoman Eleanor 
Macy said: “We still need more 
people to reduce, re-use and 
recycle their waste before they 
think about throwing it away.” 


Fury at plans to 
move park zoo

FURIOUS residents have taken a 
stand against controversial plans to 
move Pets Corner to fields adjacent 
to their neighbourhood. 

The Star has been inundated with calls 
from concerned inhabitants of Altham 
Grove, who fear Harlow Council’s 
planned relocation will result in increased 
traffic, noise pollution, vandalism and 
unpleasant smells. 

The proposals form part of the council’s 
draft masterplan for the regeneration of the 
Town Park - the current site of the popular 
urban farm. 

But sceptics claim the move is really a 
money-making exercise for the authority, 
pointing to the potential six-figure sum offered 
by children’s television production company 
Handle & Spout to make a documentary series 
about the attraction but only on condition that 
it is relocated. 

Teacher Tim Clark has been instrumental in 
galvanising public resistance to the plans, 
sending out leaflets to every home in his neigh¬ 
bourhood advising people of the potential 
impact of relocation. 

“There are so many reasons why these pro¬ 


posals are misconceived,” he said. “Increased 
traffic congestion, the destruction of trees, 
increases in litter, light pollution, the likeli¬ 
hood of increased vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour, to name a few.” 

He also said the council has failed to consult 
residents about the plans, opting only to publi¬ 
cise proposals at various locations.“Could it be 
that it knew that we would oppose the plans?” 
he asked. 


Former councillor Paul Bellairs, who also 
lives in Altham Grove, said everyone in his 
streetopposed the move, but a council 
spokesman said existing facilities at Pets 
Comer need to be improved and claimed the 
current site offered little scope for expansion. 

“We are a long way off any final decisions 
being made and the council will ensure that all 
comments from the public are considered,” he 
said.

A FLAG will fly at half mast out¬ 
side Harlow’s council offices 
tomorrow (Friday) when Private 
Robert Foster, the soldier killed by 
friendly fire in Afghanistan, is laid 
to rest. 

Council chiefs confirmed the 
flag, emblazoned with the council 
emblem, will be lowered outside 
the Civic Centre as a mark of 
respect to the 19-year-old from 
Great Plumtree, Harlow. 

Private Foster and two com¬ 


rades, Aaron McClure (19) from 
Ipswich and John Thrumble (21) 
from Chelmsford, died when an 
American plane bombed their 
position during close quarter 
fighting on August 23. 

Events surrounding the tragic 
mistake are subject to a full mili¬ 
tary investigation. 

Private Foster’s funeral will 
take place at Harlow's Pamdon 
Wood Crematorium.

W E were awash 
with swimming 
memories in 
Nostalgia in July and 
among the interesting 
pictures we published 
was one from regular 
correspondent John 
Sapsford. 

Taken in the 1930s, it 
showed his cousin, Elsie 
Snell, with an unknown 
friend, showing swimming 
trophies won in a gala at the 
old Latton Mill pool. 

Thanks to reader Pat Brooks, of 
Herons Wood, Harlow, we can 
now identify the mystery young 
lady as her aunt Nancy 
Fairbanks. 

Nancy is shown here, far right, 
on the day of her wedding to 
Arthur Fairbanks, and Mrs 
Brooks is the bridesmaid. 

She said: “Like Elsie Snell, 
Nancy lived in Garden Terrace 


and she lived there with her 
parents, sisters Elsie and 
Dorothy, and brothers Hubert - 
my father - and Bob. Some 
time around 1936, they moved 
to Manor Road when the houses 
there were built. 

“After marrying, Nancy and 
Arthur moved to New Southgate 
and later to Wiltshire. Nancy 
died in 2003, aged 88.” 

Our other picture, near right, 
was also supplied by Mrs 
Brooks and shows Mrs 
Woolmore who ran the outdoor 
pool at Latton Mill, which was 
alongside the River Stort and 
used its water. The man is 
presumably her husband. 

Brenda Thompson, of Ashworth 
Place, also sent memories of the 
pool: “My friends and I spent a 
lot of time there in the 1950s, 
swimming and picnicking. I 
remember it being closed down 
after my brother’s friend, Joe 
Jennings, caught polio and was 
in hospital for some time. 
Fortunately, he recovered.” 


Magic days at movies 


B ACK to the topic of movies 
and, firstly, a correction: we 
learn that the Harlow Odeon 
manager we referred to as Suzy 
Hunt recently was actually 
called Lucy. 

Vicarage Wood resident Bridget 
Me Alpine recalls: “Lucy was a 
very interesting character and 
possibly the first female cinema 
manager in the country. She was 
married to Les, a carpenter, and 
they lived in Broomfield with 
their two children.” 

Rivermill resident Jean Peacock 
also got in touch with her 
memories of the West Gate 
cinema’s heyday. 

“My friends and I would go to 
the Saturday morning show and 
were members of ‘the Odeon 
Brigade’. There were always 
different things going on before 
the shows and my friend Katie 
and I once entered a talent 


contest and won an ice-cream 
for coming second. 

“When I was 15 1 had a 
boyfriend whose father was 
editor of what was then the 
main local paper in Harlow and 
we used to get complimentary 
tickets. 

“The cinema was always packed 
and I can remember going to 
see The Great Escape and 
having to stand for the whole 
film as there were no seats.” 

But while others have recalled 
ugly scenes in The Regal 
between mods and rockers, Mrs 
Peacock recalls a lighter 
atmosphere at the Odeon. 

“On Sunday afternoons, you 
would have the mods sitting on 
one side of the cinema and the 
rockers on the other and there 
was always a lot of banter 
between us and it was really 
quite funny” she said.

THE father of Stuart Lubb¬ 
ock has vowed he will not let 
his son down in his quest to 
expose the truth of what 
really happened on the night 
he died. 

Terry Lubbock was speaking 
after three men, including TV 
entertainer Michael Barrymore, 
were told they would not be 
charged with any offences relat¬ 
ing to the Harlow man’s death. 

Father-of-two Stuart (31) of Great 
Brays, was found floating in the pool 
of Mr Barrymore’s Roydon home six 
years ago. 

He was found to have suffered seri¬ 
ous sexual injuries and the drugs 
ecstasy and cocaine were in his sys¬ 
tem. 

Mr Barrymore (55) and two other 
men were arrested in June on suspi¬ 
cion of his murder and sexual assault. 

After answering bail on Monday, 
they were told they would not be 
charged due to a lack of evidence. 

Speaking to the Star , Mr Lubbock 
described the latest series of events as 
a rollercoaster ride: “At first I was 
gutted they were not pressing charges 
but I got it on good authority that 
police were getting 
closer and I cannot 
praise the team 
enough; they have 
been great and 
worked with great 
integrity. 

“I’m not letting 
my Stuart down - 
he has given me 
strength to carry on 
and find out the 
truth.” 

Mr Lubbock 
now wants a public 
inquiry opened to 
look into the case 
and the first inves¬ 
tigation which, he 
claims, saw vital 
evidence missed. 

Senior investi¬ 
gating officer 
Detective Super¬ 
intendent Gareth 
Wilson said he was 
committed to find¬ 
ing out the truth. 

“Stuart Lubbock 
received very seri¬ 
ous injuries the 
night he died and 
the evidence aris¬ 
ing from our cur¬ 
rent investigation 
suggests they 
occurred at the 
address in 

Roydon,” he said. 

“I am convinced 
somebody knows 
what has happened 
and I hope their 
conscience, or their 
obligation to do the 
right thing, will 
eventually prevail 
and they will come 
forward with infor¬ 
mation.”

Councillors join 
craze to receive 


T HERE are times in a 

journalist’s life, in between 
the routine and mundane 
tasks of the day, when the mind 
wanders. 

In these fleeting moments, one thinks of 
what marvellous stories could be 
committed to print, if only they were 
true or, in some cases, could be proved. 
Sometimes we dream up headlines we would 
love see appear but know are highly unlikely 
ever to see the light of day. 

Therefore, it’s something of a career-defining 
moment that I can type the following words 
knowing them to be accurate and having 
confidence that legal action will not be taken:

If you’re thinking such revelations should

these titbits are merely a taster of a bizarre 
internet world which has already widely 
embraced by the country’s teens - Facebook. 
An internet networking site originally from 
(you guessed it) America, Facebook is a 
unique way of keeping in touch with friends, 
finding old ones and making new. 

Like the teenagers who comprise the lion’s 
share of its members, it is a community 
which boasts its own unconventional 
vocabulary. Among its many eccentricities 
are tools which allow you to, for example, 
spank, tickle, poke, sucker-punch, bitch-slap, 
throw a sheep at or moon someone you know 
- all strange euphemisms for saying hello. 
Members may also join countless ‘groups’ of 
like-minded people - such as “Save Harlow 
College” or “Boris for Mayor of London” - 
and update their ‘status’ to broadcast live to 
the world what they are up to at any 
particular time: “Andrew Johnson is 
preparing for a group meeting”, to quote a 
recent example. 

In addition to that, everyone’s profile page 
features a space called “The Wall” on which 
other members of the community can write 
messages, poke fun or leave graffiti. 
Members can also upload photographs of 



themselves or others. 

The Facebook phenomenon has been in the 
news of late with tales of some employers 
banning its use in the workplace, while others 
make keen use of it to secretly check up on 
their staff and job applicants. 

Perhaps inevitably, political parties are now 
jumping on the bandwagon. Recently, the 
Liberal Democrats - often mocked for having 
the oldest leader in mainstream politics - 
made a big fuss about their MPs being more 
down with the kids than any others, with 40 
per cent of them on Facebook compared with 
a dismal 12 and 13 per cent, respectively, for 
Conservative and Labour MPs. Apparently, 
even 66-year-old Sir Menzies Campbell has 
his own page, should you want to find it. 

For the Conservatives, on an incessant quest 
to modernise, it is clearly catch-up time. But 
in Harlow, it seems Tory councillors need no 
encouragement to join the Facebook race. 

R esearch by the Star reveals the blues 
to be the town’s Facebook kings, 
with four councillors and their 
prospective Parliamentary candidate all 
proudly featured. As well as Commons 
hopeful Robert Halfon, councillors Andrew 
Johnson, Simon Carter, Nick Churchill and 
Lee Dangerfield are all members. 

By contrast only two Lib Dem councillors, 
Mrs Spenceley and group leader Chris 
Millington, are to be found, and Labour

She 
also reveals herself to be a member of the 
“Declan Curry (of BBC Breakfast) 
appreciation society” and that she used to 
help her communist father deliver The Daily 
Worker.

Cyclist hurt in

remained until Monday. 

The Mallards Rise resident, an 
electrical engineer for EDF Energy, 
has been unable to work since the 
accident and was put on a nebuliser to 
breathe properly and avoid infection. 

Wife Debbie said Mr Kane had 
been on a ride with their son Barry 
(25) when he was hurt: “Paul’s a real¬ 
ly proficient cyclist but there was 
simply nothing he could do - his 
front wheel stuck in the hole and 
threw him off. His chest hit the han¬ 
dlebars and then his head hit the con¬ 
crete. 

“This is 100 per cent the fault of 


the council, whose job it is to main¬ 
tain these routes; it’s the usual story 
in Church Langley - nothing is main¬ 
tained properly. 

“He wasn’t going fast but he just 
didn’t stand a chance - we are going 
to be seeking compensation for this 
as Essex County Council has not 
been doing the job the taxpayer has 
been paying it for.” 

Mrs Kane also thanked two 
passers-by who stopped to help. 

A County Hall spokesman said the 
track was not a cycle lane, despite the 
area concerned being clearly marked 
on the Harlow Council cycle track 
network map. 

The county council has, however, 
confirmed the receipt of a claim for 
damages from Mrs Kane.

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Park proposals 

SIR, Last Wednesday there was 
the latest poorly advertised 
consultation exercise on the 
design for Harlow’s Town Park 
before submission to the 
National Heritage Fund for a 
£10m grant to pay for the work. 
From the original proposals the 
living bridge and boating lake 
have gone, keeping and 
refurbishing Spurriers House 
and the bandstand. 

The skate park is being moved 
to behind the Scout hut under a 
separate project paid for by 
Harlow Council with some other 
grants while Pets Corner is being 
moved to a more remote location 
near the adventure playground 
and the GPCA building is being 
demolished. 

The latter two ideas are to make 
way for a large arena on the 
current showground site and a 
larger cafe next to Spurriers. 

This would give us two arenas, 
the bandstand for free concerts 
and the large arena for paying 
customers. It is envisaged 6-12 
paying concerts would be held 
each year, thus generating 
income to maintain the park. 

The main reason given for 
moving Pets Corner is that the 
music would upset the animals. 
Currently there are 4-6 concerts 
a year in the bandstand, 
fireworks night and the Town 
Show which do not seem to 
upset the animals. There are no 
animals left overnight in the 
paddocks so these would still be 
available for evening concerts. 
The enlarged cafe is unlikely to 
make a profit as it is likely that 
it will only be open at summer 
weekends and possibly evenings. 
We could end up with an arena 
with no concerts and a posh cafe 
with no customers for most of 
the time, yet Pets Corner - the 
most visited part of the park in 
survey after survey - is being 
moved from its central position 
to a peripheral location. It makes 
more sense to refurbish Pet's 
Corner where it is so that it 
blends in better with Spurriers 
House and build a redesigned 
cafe on the GPCA site. 


I'll work to safeguard 
future of The Square 



SIR, Further to last week’ report about The 
Square being demolished, I would like to 
make it clear to residents that Harlow 
Council has not entered into any agreement 
with English Partnerships or any housing 
association to demolish the buildings or 
redevelop the site. 

The council may have been made aware of 
their ambitions but can express neither 
support nor opposition to them as the 
scheme will be subject to planning consent. 
Our planning and housing teams receive 
many approaches from potential developers 
each week seeking advice and general 
guidance on proposals. Sometimes the 
schemes come to fruition, sometimes they 
do not. 

In statements to the media, the housing 
association involved has stated that we no 
longer have any need for the type of 
accommodation that is currently provided 
at The Angle. I would like to make it clear 
that this is not the case and that hostel 
accommodation is still urgently needed and 
a priority for the council. 

The decision regarding the future of The 
Square rests with Essex County Council. 
Personally I am a supporter of The Square, 
its history and its aims and I will work 
with others to ensure that its future is 
safeguarded. 

Harlow Council has always worked to 
ensure there is a forum for debate and for 
people to openly express their views. It 
provided a venue for a public meeting, 
which I attended, where the issue was 
discussed with our MP Bill Rammell. 
Harlow Council also set up and facilitates 
the Harlow Youth Council which is a 
valuable voice for young people. 

Over the past few months Harlow Council 
has assisted with and progressed a number 
of youth projects including the skate park, 


the youth cafe and the Town Park youth 
concert. My fellow joint leader, Chris 
Millington, and I meet regularly with 
young people including the youth 
councillors to ensure we are kept informed 
of their views and concerns.

No surprise 

SIR, News that The Square is to be closed, 
demolished and the area redeveloped will 
come as no surprise to the young people 
left out on the streets since it ceased 
functioning as a venue. 

It will certainly come as no surprise to 
those who turned up to the public meeting 
back in March when Essex County Council 
began the process of pulling the plug on 
the building. 

The county councillors and officers present 
that evening flatly denied two major 
accusations that came out of that angry 
meeting - the first that The Square was 


closing and the second that the purpose 
was to sell the building to developers who 
were already displaying various drawings 
on what the new town centre will 
eventually look like. And yet that is exactly 
what will happen. 

It seems to me that removing the bars from 
The Square was the first stage of winding 
down the venue so that the developers 
wouldn’t have to replace like for like. 

Essex County Council has not exactly set a 
shining example to the youth of the town. 
They have shown how powerless and rotten 
local democracy is and have reinforced the 
idea that getting involved in politics at all 
is a waste of time. 

Above all it has let down the entire Harlow 
community. Where we once had a youth 
facility the envy of the entire country, it 
will soon be reduced to faded photographs 
in Harlow Museum, memories of a better 
time when the town’s development took 
into account young people’s needs rather 
than ignoring them.

Calendar sales to 
aid campaign for 
troops memorial 


A CAMPAIGN to erect a 
memorial to soldiers of 
the 1st Battalion Royal 
Anglian Regiment killed 
in service in Afghanistan 
is looking for support in 
the Harlow area. 

Nine soldiers from the 
battalion - including Private 
Robert Foster, from Harlow, 
who was killed last month - 
have lost their lives in the 
conflict. More than 50 others 
have been seriously wounded 
in the line of duty. 

Now Tom Smith, a former 
member of the battalion, is 
putting together a 2008 calendar 
featuring pictures of troops in 
action to raise money towards 
the provision of a permanent 
tribute. 

Nicknamed The Vikings, the 1 st 


Battalion is currently deployed 
in Afghanistan’s notorious 
Helmand Province. Its 600 
soldiers are responsible for the 
northern sector of the province 
where they defend key locations 
such as the towns of Sangin and 
Nowzad and the Kajaki hydro¬ 
electric dam from attack. 

During the past year they have 
seen some of the fiercest 
fighting with the Taliban forces. 
Mr Smith, who plans to produce 
1,000 calendars at a cost of 
£2,500, is now looking for 
donations to get the fund-raising 
project off the ground. 

He told the Star. “Our aim is to 
raise funds for the battalion 
memorial fund as well as help 
and support those families and 
partners who have lost loved 
ones and to support those 
wounded in battle. 

“On a daily basis the battalion 



has been engaged with the 
Taliban forces who continue to 
try and prevent the 
establishment of the rule of law 
and impose their will on the 
population. 

“As well as those soldiers 
killed, some of the most 
seriously wounded will have 
their lives changed. The most 
serious incidents have 
included the loss of limbs due 
to explosive incidents, gunshot 
wounds and fragmentation 
wounds from explosive 


projectiles."

A SUPPORT group set up to 
help refugees who have settled 
in Harlow has expanded its 
range of services to meet the 
needs of the town’s burgeoning 
immigrant communities.

Council threat over 
abandoned trolleys 


SUPERMARKETS are 
being warned they face 
charges for the retrieval 
and return of dumped 
shopping trolleys as 
Harlow Council steps up 
its efforts to tackle the 
eyesore problem. 

The authority will exercise 
legal powers allowing it to levy 
a £70 charge on local stores for 
every trolley collected, to cover 
the cost of its retrieval, storage 
and return. 

About 800 abandoned trolleys are 
retrieved from the town’s streets, 
green areas and ponds each year - 
and traders now face the threat of 
disposal charges should they fail 
to claim their dumped carts. 

The new scheme comes in the 
wake of 2005’s blitz on the 
problem, when the council 
constructed a ‘trolley mountain’ 
from those retrieved to illustrate 
the scale of the problem. 
Environment and community 
committee chairwoman Eleanor 
Macy said: “Dumped trolleys are a 
big problem in Harlow. They 
create an eyesore on the 
environment and are a safety 
hazard if left around. 

“The collection and storage is

costing local taxpayers’ money, so 
it’s only right that we should 
charge the stores for every one we 
collect. 

“However, the people dumping 
them should also take 
responsibility. If you take a trolley 
home, be prepared to take it back, 
not dump it. If we catch you, we 
will fine you.” 

Preventative measures available to 
stores range from carrying out 
their own sweeps and collections 
to modifying the trolleys 
themselves to prevent customers 
from removing them from 
shopping areas. 

A spokeswoman for Asda - which 
has installed an electronic system 
on its trolleys to prevent them 
being taken out of the Water 
Gardens complex by locking their 
wheels - told the Star. “We have 
made a huge investment in a 
Cartronics system to prevent 
people from taking our trolleys 
outside a clearly defined boundary. 
“We will be doing everything in 
our power to stop people taking 
trolleys off-site - each trolley is 
worth around £50 to the store, so it 
is a big problem for us when they 
are removed.”

Stop yobs 
who trash 
game area 


POLICE are stepping up patrols in 
a bid to catch the vandals who are 
repeatedly wrecking a new baseball 
pitch. 

The privately-funded diamond on play¬ 
ing fields at Northbrooks, Harlow, has 
become a target for yobs. 

The pitch is used for training by the Harlow 
Greensox, a team formed by Harlow 
Neighbourhood Watch co-ordinator Albert 
Hobdell as a way of steering young people 
away from crime. 

Although Harlow Council agreed to the use 
of the land for the pitch, it will not permit a 
barrier or fence to be erected as the area is 
designated a public space. 

“It’s highly distressing to see,” said Mr 
Hobdell (78). “This has been put there for the 
benefit of young people but while some of 
them are making good use of it, others are hell 
bent on destroying it.

“If Harlow Council wasn’t such a one-horse 
organisation it would have seen fit to do some¬ 
thing about this problem by now like putting a 
fence up, but instead we just have to sit and 
watch it get trashed.” 

Graham Anthony, Essex Police’s crime 
reduction officer for Harlow, called on resi¬ 
dents to report the culprits. 

“We have stepped up patrols in an effort to 
catch those responsible and we have spoken 
with members of the Safer Harlow Partnership 
to see what else can be done to try and better 
secure this facility for the future,” he said. 

“If the present levels of crime continue it’s 
likely that the pitch will become completely 
unusable so it’s important that anyone who can 
identify those committing the damage gets in 
touch.”

Man cleared of groping girl 


A MAN falsely accused of sexually 
assaulting a teenage girl from Harlow 
has walked free from court. 

Dennis Chapman (48), from 
Cambridge, was acquitted by a jury at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Friday 
of sexually touching the 13-year-old . 

Tayo Adebayo, prosecuting, 
claimed Mr Chapman was chatting to 
the girl on a sofa when he put one 
hand down her top and another hand 
on her buttock. 

Mr Adebayo said the girl then left at 


which point Mr Chapman told her: 
“This is our little secret”. 

Mr Chapman agreed he had been 
with the girl for about 20 minutes but 
said the accusation he had touched her 
was nonsense and that nothing of a 
sexual nature occurred. 

He told the court he could not 
imagine why the girl would concoct 
such an allegation. 

After the jury returned its verdict of 
not guilty, Mr Chapman was dis¬ 
charged by the judge. 


Firm ready to 
act on report 
into foot and 
mouth probe 

REPORTS into July's foot 
and mouth disease outbreak 
have highlighted at least five 
bio-security breaches at a 
site occupied by a Harlow- 
based science firm. 

Two studies published on 
Friday highlight violations at 
the Pirbright site which is 
shared by the Government- 
run Institute for Animal 
Health and vaccine company 
Merial, which has its UK 
headquarters at the Harlow 
Business Park in Roydon 
Road. 

The reports, compiled by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
and expert Professor Brian 
Spratt, do not apportion 
blame to either occupier but 
criticise the condition of 
infrastructure on the site. 
Investigators believe the 
virus was present in a pipe 
running between the Merial 
and Government parts of the 
site and that flooding caused 
it to flush out. Vehicles 
which then drove into the 
flooded area left the site with 
traces of the vims on tyres. 

A Merial spokesman said 
there was no suggestion the 
company was responsible for 
any breaches of security. 
“Throughout this period our 
priority has been to support 
the authorities to control this 
outbreak and to determine its 
cause,” he said. “With the 
publication of these reports 
our focus now is to 
implement the 
recommendations made to 
us.” 

Garages and

THIEVES stole hundreds of 
pounds worth of goods in a 
spate of garage and car 
raids. 

Police are investigating after 
the flurry of break-ins which 
saw 16 vehicles and several 
garages in Harlow ransacked 
in the past week. 

Among the items stolen 
were golf equipment, bikes, 
jewellery and laptop 
computers. 

Most of the break-ins took 
place overnight. Police are 
now warning homeowners to 
keep valuables out of sight 
and secure their doors 
properly.

TREES OUTSIDE THE ACADEMY 

Thurston (album, Ecstatic Peace!) 

Eschewing the amplified post-rock ingenuity of his day job, sonic 
wizard Thurston Moore takes a surprisingly tender electro¬ 
acoustic approach on his first song-based solo effort since 1995’s 
Psychic Hearts. And what songs they are - from the languid, 
majestic drawl of bluesy opener Frozen Gtr to the upbeat 
Dadaisms of Fri/end via the fleeting seduction of brittle ballad 
Honest James, Moore visits territories unexplored even within 
Sonic Youth’s sprawling canon. But neither will Youth purists be 
disappointed, with the effortless guitar-shredding on Wonderful 
Witches and instrumental epic Trees Outside The Academy 
inviting favourable comparison with his other band’s finest work. 

LONDON TOWN 

Kano (album, 679) 

Renowned as something of a wordsmith, the London rapper’s 
second album certainly features some interesting descriptive 
lyrics, which may not always be particularly tasteful but are 
delivered with a passion and honesty which sets Kano apart 
from most of the American boasters who dominate this genre. 


Musically, it’s distinctively different as well with a variety of 
influences creeping in to complement his own omnipresent 
trademark grime vibe. A critic might suggest he’s attempting to 
be all things to all people, particularly when it comes to 
collaborations with the likes of past-it indie boy Damon Albarn, 
Craig ‘we chilled on Sunday’ David and atrocious Catherine 
Tate soundalike Kate Nash. But, perhaps surprisingly, a lot of it 
works and the result is a quite listenable album. 

MAN ON THE ROOF 

Stephen Fretwell (album, Fiction) 

With a name like Fretwell, you'd expect this guy to be a fairly 
adept guitarist and, judging by this example, he is. A mixture of 
touching elegiac melodies combined with an occasional 
upbeat modern ragtime ensures an interesting listen. He’s also 
in possession of an idiosyncratic husky voice which helps on 
beauties such as the hypnotic Dartin' Don't. But this trait 
almost becomes the leitmotif and suffers later on as he tries to 
outdo his own gruffness and it almost plunges into self-parody. 
Nonetheless a real talent, albeit one in need of some far better 
songs.

ATONEMENT. Big-screen 
adaptation of Ian McEwan’s 
masterful wartime epic starring 
Keira Knightley and James 
McAvoy as two lovers whose 
lives are irrevocably altered by 
one young girl’s misinformed lie. 

RUN FAT BOY RUN. Portly slacker 
Dennis (Simon Pegg) realises 
he’s erred by jilting his fiancee at 
the altar and sets out to win her 
back by running a marathon.

Pointless saccharine teen 
comedy in which four best 
girlfriends battle the domineering 
student president. 

BRIDGE TO TERABITHIA. Moving 
fantasy piece about two bullied 
children who find a bridge to a 
different world where they learn 
to deal with their tormentors.

UK's down with the sickness again 


28 WEEKS LATER 

(20th Century Fox, 18, retail & rental) 

It’s more than half a year since the rage virus escaped 
a Cambridge lab and devastated Britain, transforming 
victims into ravening psychopaths in seconds. 

Now the contagion appears to have burned out and a 
US-led UN force is in London to begin rebuilding. 

Don (Robert Carlisle, pictured right) is one of the few 
survivors and can’t wait to be reunited with his 
children (they were abroad when the epidemic 
broke), even though he has appalling news about 
their mother's fate. 

Whereas the first film focused on a bewildered 
survivor trying to make sense of a new and hostile 
world, this sequel by Juan Carlos Fresnadillo is more 
concerned with the fragility of newly re-established 
order and the paranoid fear of a recurrence. 

It’s also more action orientated and relies far too 
heavily on coincidence and contrivance to get the 
virus back out on the streets and to keep its key 
characters bumping into each other, but it 
nevertheless delivers its claustrophobic horrors 
with an effective and frenzied menace. 

Once again, the Z-word is never used, although 
28 Weeks Later is a zombie movie in all but 
name; even more so this time around, with 
the infected improbably functioning after 
sustaining massive injuries and a splashy 
moment of black comedy with a mr 

helicopter in Regents Park that 
irresistibly recalls George Romero's 
Dawn Of The Dead.

VINCENT & THEO 

(Network, 15, retail) 

As its title indicates, Robert Altman’s 200-minute 
made-for-TV film is less a straight biopic of artistic 
icon Vincent Van Gogh than it is a study of his fervent 
relationship with sibling Theo. 

It opens with news footage of Vase with Fifteen 
Sunflowers going under the hammer at Christies for 
millions, setting an ironic counterpoint for the portrait 
of poverty and creativity against the odds that follows. 
Tim Roth completely inhabits his interpretation of Van 
Gogh, an emotionally mercurial genius whose 
intensity shifts from tenderness to rage as he butts up 
against the prejudices and received wisdom of an art 
establishment he refuses to revere. 

Paul Rhys outwardly has less to work with as more 
conventional art dealer Theo and yet is a vital yang to 
Vincent’s yin, with Julian Mitchell’s sharply observed 
script subtly teasing out their relationship of mutual 
dependency - Vincent may have survived in privation 
thanks to Theo’s financial support (selling just one 
painting in his lifetime) but at least he had his art, 
while his brother exhausts himself trying to get ahead 
in a business whose standards largely appal him. 

The film is a work of art in its own right, meticulously 
dressed and evocatively lit sets combining with fine 
location work in Holland and Provence to recall the 
tone and composition of many of the artist’s works. 
Also featured in this two-disc set is The South Bank 
Show special featuring Altman in discussion.

TO DIE FOR 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Pitched as an exploration of the nature of celebrity, 
Gus Van Sant’s pithy little 1995 film is more of a black 
comedy film noir. 

Nicole Kidman plays fame-obsessed dumb bunny 
Suzanne whose perky self-regard is about the only 
acceptable face of her fanatical drive to become a 
celeb, even if it means running over her good-natured 
lunk of a husband (Matt Dillon) or ruthlessly exploiting 
a trio of moronic disaffected teens. 

It’s an enjoyably spiteful tale of a manipulative femme 
fatale but far less successful as a satire; Kidman’s her 
usual glacial self and Suzanne is such an unpleasantly 
selfish airhead that her rise never seems more than an 
unconvincing necessity of the plot.

CASTING THE RUNES 

(Network, PG, retail) 

Best known in the 70s as a resident director of the 
BBC’s Ghost Story For Christmas strand, director 
Lawrence Clark’s updated adaptation of MR James’ 
classic chiller, made for ITVPlayhouse in 1979, is a 
rather hit-and-miss affair, with the memory of Jacques 
Tourneur’s landmark 1957 film adaptation Night Of 
The Demon always looming large above it. 

Most of the changes to the original material are 
unnecessary and there are moments when the effects 
work is so ropy (rubber spider legs wobbling 
hysterically under a bed) that it makes golden era 
Doctor Who look like John Carpenter’s The Thing. 

As sinister Satanist Julian Karswell, Iain Cuthbertson 


didn’t have room to project much malevolence 
beyond his own creepy smile and Jan Francis seldom 
convinces as the prying local TV journalist who finds 
herself the object of his deadly runic curse. 
Nevertheless, putting such shortcomings and a rather 
glib ending to one side, Casting The Runes does have 
some powerful atmospheric moments, its drab or 
snowbound landscapes evoking a grim bleakness and 
an opening attack particularly effective. 

Much better is the brief adaptation of Mr Humphreys 
And His Inheritance which, silly climactic FX aside, is a 
perfectly measured tale of an English haunting, and 
the excellent James documentary A Pleasant Terror.

THE ADVENTURES OF BLACK BEAUTY: 
THE COMPLETE FIRST SERIES 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Taking only the title character from Anna Sewell’s 
novel, this 1972 TV series was a firm family favourite, 
boasting solid production values, acting and writing. 
Like many animal-themed shows of its day, it follows 
the Skippy structure in which each episode has 
Beauty’s new adoptive family of a widowed vet and 
his children plunged into an encounter with period 
ruffians or some life and death adventure which 
require a dash of equestrian heroics to resolve. 
Although the narrative framework gets a little familiar 
in the course of the 26 episodes on these three discs, 
there’s plenty of compensation in the blend of period 
detail and adventure, as well as guest stars such as 
John Thaw, Geoffrey Bayldon and Peter Bowles.

BOMBSHELL 

King Creasote (album, Names) 

Those unfamiliar with the sound of Scottish folk-pop probably 
wouldn’t have bothered with King Creosote’s latest album. 
Dubbed by some as a masterpiece, it’s the latest workings of 
prolific songwriter Kenny Anderson. Its mellow mood gives a 
hint of promise but seconds into the first song it becomes 
apparent that while it has a melancholy vibe familiar to some 
great bands it has none of the vocal or lyrical genius. Easily 
forgettable if not for the weird accordion, strings and electronics. 

RIBBED MUSIC FOR THE NUMB GENERATION 

Soho Dolls (album, A&G) 

Over-hyped and over-sexed, the Dolls clearly enjoy courting 
controversy, whether via their laughably trite, oh-so-risque lyrics 
or head temptress Maya Von Doll’s skimpy outfits. The problem 
here will be familiar to the legions of fly-by-night contemporary 
dullards congesting our airwaves - style over substance. No 
amount of sauce can mask the distinct whiff of prefab Plasticine 
pop on this unappetising slice of electro-sleaze-rock.

The Harlow forwards had a 
massive game at Ipswich, 
scoring all three tries while 
the backs enjoyed good 
attacking moves and share 
the credit for keeping the 
home side to a single score. 
This came right at the start 
when Harlow’s defence went 
badly wrong from the kick¬ 
off allowing Ipswich to run 
in a very soft unconverted 
try. A bad kick at the restart 
had the travelling supporters 
worried, but their anxiety 
proved unfounded. 

Harlow exerted pressure and 
after 15 minutes, the home 
side conceded a line-out 
inside their 22m line. 

From this, Harlow lock Jon 
Snow took it cleanly and the 
Rams pack drove for the 
line, before prop Paul 
Prindiville powered over for 
an unconverted try to level 
the scores. 

Harlow’s commitment in the 


tackle broke down threats to 
their line, but the Suffolk 
side were having problems 
stopping the Harlow forward 
drives and twice conceded 
penalties on 25 and 30 
minutes. Harlow’s newly- 
appointed skipper Nick Ford 
kicked these to put the Essex 
side 11-5 up at half-time. 
Shortly after the break, Ford 
added a third penalty. 
Harlow continued to 


dominate and twice the pack 
made 25 metres or more 
with rolling mauls. 

Harlow’s second try came on 
the hour when number eight 
Kain Claridge pressurised 
the home full-back. The ball 
fell loose and flanker Scott 
Romaine scored. 

Ipswich threw everything 
into the attack and as the 
game moved towards the 
final quarter they kept the 


attack in the Harlow 22. 

The Rams made some 
changes up front and 
dominated the last 10 
minutes as their pack 
enjoyed several attacks on 
the Ipswich line. From one of 
these the hosts conceded a 
penalty from which Ford 
passed to Lee Harron who 
shipped it to lock Paul 
Eynon out wide, and he had 
a safe run in to complete the 


scoring with a 75th-minute 
unconverted try.
